A correspondent who takes so 
decided a part against Confederation, 
would be doing good service to tho 
community by his eogor advocaoy of 
the other side, if ho would argue upon 
the merits of tho question rather than 



tho 

attribute motives which havo no real 
existenco, for tho apparont purposo of 
expressing his disapprobation of them. 
Thore is nothing so likely to koop us 
from tho errors that havo oausod so 
much troublo in Nova Sootia, as a 
careful study of terms upon whioh this 
Colony oan enter tho Dominion, and 
it is mOBt doBirablo that tho opponents 
as well as tho supporters of Confodora- 
tion, Bhould give tho public Iho bono- 
fit of their opinions. Fair discussion, 
and a careful putting forward of ovory 
point that is worthy of oonsidoration 
for and against, will tond muoh to in- 
sure due attention to tho wishes of all 
•who, whethor in favor of joining tho 
Dominion or against it, are using their 
best endeavors to promoto tho pros- 
perity of tho Colony. Wo cannot 
admit that tho question of tho oflicial 
mombers of Oounoil having done their 
duty towards tho Colony or tho re- 
verse, in tho votes which thoy have 
reoorded upon tho main questions 
■which havo boon brought boforo tho 
Legislature sinoo the Union, has any 
bearing upon the Confederation ques- 
tion. Caroloasnoss and mismanage- 
ment on tho part of tho government 
has no doubt made many convorts to 
Confederacy, who undor au energetic 
local government would havo depre- 
cated change, but tho fact of tho 
officials having voted on certain oc- 
casions as conscientious rathor than as 
aelfish personages, does not in truth 
•ntitlo them to claim any gratitude 
from tho people. Save us from our 
friends, will no doubt bo the eager ex- 
clamation ot all tho officials who road 
the "one word" that our correspond- 
ent has to say in their favor. And 
here we will say in passing, that wo

gratification, therefore thoy ought not 
to havo tho support of tho publio j 
another is that tho dissatisfaction 
which is bo gonorally folt with tho 
present system of Government is ficti- 
tious, and is morely invontod by tho 
supporters of Confederation for party 
purpsoos. Tho resolutions of tho 
Yale Convention, so far as thoy aro 
at present publishod, aro a complete 
refutation of tho first proposition] tho 
common voice nf tho pooplo from ono 
end of tho Colony to tho othor, must 
be the oritorion of tho satisfaction or 
dissatisfaction that prevails as to tho 
existing state of things. It sooms to 
be utterly aimless to force tho votos 
and aotionB of individual momboifB of 



tho Government into the question at 
all, oxcept for the sako of a party cry; 
it must bo romomberod that it is tho 
hole system with whioh the people 
of tho Colony aro dissatisfied much 
mcro than with the individual mom- 
bora of tho system, and it is as absurd 
to say that tho head of the Sand and 
Soap dopurtment should not be as- 
sailnd beoauso his vote was right, on 
tho 'Capital quostion' as it would be 
to say 'the ofliolals are roally suoh a 
jolly, pleasant lot of fellows, living 
amongst us to, in such a sociable, af- 
fable manner that it is a Bhamo to ad- 
vocate any rotrenohment that could 
hurt anyone of them.' We have ak 
ready pointed out tho danger of re- 
maining passive whiist the Imperial 
Parliament carrios ont tho Confedera- 
tion polioy ; wo havo reason to believe 
that it is of the utmost importance 
to our future, that this Colony should 
bo proparod with its suggestions and 
doeiros whilst there is time to express 
thorn, and whilst we aro ever dosiious 
of giving opportunity for all Bides to 
oxpross thoir opinions, wo shall do 
our utmost to provont any cloak boing 
thrown ovor defects which some 
amongst us think of no consequence, 
but which wo beliovo to be blemisheB 
such as if suffered to grow, would mar 
tho great naturnl advantages of the 
Colony aB sho progressed. 

Coufederatioui 

Editou Colonist— In reference to Con'- 
federation wilb Canada, tho people of this 
Colony may bo divided into two classes. 
First, those who cume hither to aooompliah a 
parposo, and who havo littlo interest in what 
the Colony may become when their purpose 
is realized ; and secondly, those who came 
hithor to find a permanent homo where they 
might provido for themselves und their fami- 
lies, and who consequently havo the deepest 
interest in tho future of this, the Land ot 
t hcir adoption. Among the latter there are 
many, very many intelligent raon, who view 
with apprehension the efforts which are be- 
ing mnde to haston ua into Confederation 
with Canada. They apprcoiate the allnro« 
raenta which are held out to attract the ,un«i 
wsry, and are not blind to the ultimate de» 
sign of the more active movers in the drama, 
while they feel something like indignation 
that the publio press should represent the 
Colony as all hot unanimous in favor of 
the beforemcntionod objeot. I Bpeak the 
sentiments of the majority of the thinking 
purl of this community when I say there are 
other, tafer and more certain means as a 
remedy for onr ills than Confederation, into 
whioh if we once enter we cannot retreat, 
but may find ourselves entrapped in a bud re 
that may involve the ruin of all our oolonial 
nrospeota.

British Columbia. 

A correspondent of the London, Eng., 
Dairy Seas writes from Clinton in British 
Columbia :— 

Four-fifiha of theoountry may bo describ- 
ed as a sea of mountains, wooded to their 
summits and intended by nature to ehellor 
deer, bears, wolvoa. wild dogs ; and the beau- 
tiful valleya which comprise the remaining 
one-fifth, or 4,000 squnro miles, fino land, all 
alluvial soil, and onpublo of producing crops 
of uny kind in great abundance. When J 
remember the thousands at home famishing 
in want, it gloves me 'n spring-time to see 
ihe coontless spring streams descending from 
the mountain, careering through tho valley?, 
and carrying with thorn so the Fraser, or 
eomo other mighty river, tho wealth that 
would make beautiful gardens. Hero wo 
have no (armors— a few squatters, broken- 
down miners, or men without experience J 
they irrigato their patohoa and produce 
barley, wheat, and oats ; hay grows in groat 
abundance without any irrigation. Potatoes 
o( tho host kiod and vegetubles of all eorU 
may be produced in great quautitiea. Tho 
«q'ia ! ters have not mode up their minds to 
Blay iu tho country ; and at Ihe ond ol ouch 
year they uie ready to march. Tho mine's 
working in the gold fields of Cariboo uro tho 
consumers of tho surplus produce ; if the 
mines were oslnustod tho minors would 
leave, aud there would be no market ; there- 
fore the squatters provido just as much barley 
and hay us is required to feed the mules em- 
ployed in taking to the miuos flour, bacon, 
beans, and other necessaries produced in 
California. Tho population in tbe mines ap- 
pears to be much increasing; Ihe yield of 
gold last year was very satisfactory, Thoro 
is some hope that the squatters will this year 
prodaoe a sufficient quantity of wheat to 
supply the homo market. Wo have a law 
flour mills, and in n short time a new one ai 
Clinton, on the road to Cariboo, will be com- 
lileled.' Half tbo gold region hu3 never been 
explored. The price of provisions, so enor- 
mously high, has tended in a groat niaasu.ro 
to drive away tbo miners. Their absence 
raeana death to this beautilul yoong colony. 
The oiimate in the valleys ia charming. In 
w ; nter we have summer ond winter. All daj 
the sun is shining in a clear blue sky ; you 
cannot work with your coat on, tho sun goes 
down, and then winter rushes in. Men are 
sometimes frozen to death, but this is always 
life result of too much bruudy or too little 
caution ; tbero ia an abundant supply of fire 
wood, and a little industry makes summer 
all right in your lojr hut. Winter comes 
about the 10th of November and end' aboui 
the middlo of April. All this time tho 
country is Govered with a mantlo of snow. 
In this particular locality it never raine it) 
winter ; in other places the rainfall at Ibis 
season Dover exceeds a dozen showers, aud 
spring comes a month earlier. New West- 
minster is, indeed, an exception ; there il is 
always rain and mud in winter; it haa no 
mountains between it and the Pacific Ocean. 
In spring Ihe weather is always heau iful : 
vegetation begins at ooeo and the growth of 
plants i» surprising. In summer tha weather 
is always hot, but always tempered by cool 
breezos Irom the mountains; thon wo have 
occasional Bhowera, but never enough o! rain 
lor tho crops — these are entirely dependent 
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tho ailvor streams gliding down through 
beds of wild flowers and decaying wo ds. 
tho wrecks of ages, lying all round on the 
gigantio mountain. Autumn is the most 
beautiful seasun ; the days then arc like the 
days in winter, but at uight the uir is cool 
and full of perfume — r.o rain, the sky always 
oleor and blue, slight frosts occasionally in 
October until the 25ih ; then we have the 
Indian summer— ten or fifteen glorious days 
»nd nights, and wiuter comes with a hound. 

I miss the music of tho birds. In these vust 
woods wa hire no feathered Bongsters. In 
summer for two months. ibe mosquitoes ere 
a period nuisance. With these exceptions, 
there is nothing to complain of. Tho oiimate 
is superb, the rivers full ol salmon, tho woods 
tilled with gamo, deer, wild sbecp, phtusnnts, 
partridges, and prairio chicken. I havo hid 
considerable experience as a farmer. 1 hove 
been in many lands and 1 declaro I never 
saw in any country a climate or a soil to 
equ A those you find in the valleya of British 
Columbia. The preat majority of the class 
that emigrate are not ricn onough to come 
here. A man arriving here without uoy 
capital would find himself in a bod position; 
there is no demand for labour ; clerks and 
shopmen have no businoua hare. A (armor 
should arrive with at least a capital of £200, 
and be should mako up his mind to grasp the 
axe and bold the plough aud mind bis busi- 
ness always. In live years audi u man could 
make for himself a beautilul home, produce 
ao abundant supply of necessaries, some 
luxuries, and lots of oash. The man that is 
ashamed or afraid of work had better Htay 
ut homo. The axe is a splendid woapon to 
work with. Alter u week's practice it is 
mere amusement to cut down tho giants ol 
the wood. Ploughing ia hoi, hard work, 
These occupations are delightful to a man 
fond of libeny and tho variety of life in tho 
forest, where ho may kill a deer with one 
barrel and a woll wilh the other, while his 
horses are taking their mid-day teat. Trie 
first duty o( a former here would be to pro^ 
vide himself with the necesnarle^ of lito — u 
cow, potutoea, and vegetables. Tha squat- 
ters nevor think of such trifles; they sell 
borley, wheat, or hay, and buy at tho highest 
prioa all that they want from storekeepers. 

ViaoRous Vitality. — The beat defence 
against disease is a vigorous vitality. Dis- 
oaso is simply a alrugglo between tho lifo- 
power aud the invisible ooemies that assail 
it ; and the result dopenus upon tho rolaiivo 
Btrength of the antagonistic principlea. In 
proportion to the vigor and energy of tho 
physique and tho constitution, is therr capa- 
city to resist and fight off tho morbid iuflu- 
oncea which produce sickness, it ia a well 
known fact that active poisons afiect in differ* 
ent dogreos tho weak and the strong. The 
doso ol opium or of arsenic that will Bufliot 
to kill a child will scarcely oicken a slolwurt 
man. It is iho same with Iho aerial poisons 
which produce epidemic and endemic levers, 
dysenteries, fluxes and ihe like.
